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More Money for Farm 
Extension. 


Figures just given out at Washington by the department of 
agriculture show that Indiana will fare exceptionally well during 
the coming year in funds for agricultural extension work, having 
been allotted some $182,362 to be used in this way. 
This includes 
total funds from all sources—federal, state and local. The federal 
funds are made up of appropriations under tjie Smith-Lever agri- 
cultural extension act, appropriations for farmers' co-operative dem- 
onstration work and appropriations through other bureaus in the 
department of agrioulture. 


In the final and complete allotment of funds the state ranks 
near the top in respect to amount received. Only four other states 
will have more funds available for this work. The- total Indiana al- 
lotment is $182,362. The four states that have more money for agri- 
cultural extension at their disposal are Iowa, $229,878; New York, 
$219,791; North Carolina, $192,154; Texas, $234,537. Illinois, which 
Is pre-eminently an agricultural state, trails Indiana, its total allot- 
ment being $149,539. Ohio, with only $117,279, is far behind Indi- 
ana. 


The specific purposes for which the Indiana agricultural exten- 
üon funds are alloted are as follows: Administration, $6,291; publi- 
cations, $1,000; county agents, $110,571; home demonstration, $4,200; 
movable schools, $10,700; boys' club work, $15,400; live stock, 
$4,750; poultry, $2,500; dairying, $7,750; agronomy, $5,700; horti- 
culture, $4,800; plant diseases and insects, $2,500; farm manage- 
ment, $5,000; other purposes, $1,200 


The total amount raised for agricultural extension in the United 
States during the present fiscal year is $4,782,270, of which $2,115,000 
Is to come from federal sources and the remainder is to be made up 
by the states and localities to be benefited. In the country at largf 
more than one-half the total co-operative agricultural extensioii 
funds is to be used to carry on county agent activities. 
The next 
item of importance, so far as the distribution of funds is concerned, 
is the home economic or home demonstration work for farm girls and 
:women. To this has been assigned more than $542,500. 


The accident Saturday morning in which some half a dozen or 
more passengers were painfully injured in a street-crossing collision 
of jitney busses was hardly needed to emphasize the danger of the 
jitney bus business as it is conducted in Fort Wayne by too many of 
the drivers, but it may perhaps serve to accentuate in the public 
mind the perils of the game. Even with the utmost care while the 
jitneys are here in multiplied number the danger is acute. When 
drivers not only pack ten people into a five-passenger car, but per- 
sist in speeding as many of them have been doing for weeks, 
the situation is one which cries loudly for remedy. Regulation, and 
that of the most positive character, is clearly demanded in the case. 


Was it a "defeat" after all? The suffragists failed to win votes 
for women in the recent elections in the east, it is true, but at those 
elections more than one million men said by their ballots that they 
believe woman entitled to like privilege in this countiy. 
Twenty 
years ago the suffragists could scarcely have mustered ten thousand 
votes in the entire country. Any cause which has the active support 
of one million men to supplement the argumentative powers' of the 
women who are enlisted in the fight for the ballot will not always 
be denied. Indeed, the result is a victory instead of defeat for th« 
cause of simple justice. 


Mr. Bryan takes most emphatic exception to President Wilson's 
plains for national defense, while Henry A. Wise Wood, a member of 
the new naval advisory board, declares that the plans of the presi- 
dent are not only drastic enough, but are "wholly insufficient." 
Still, it is probable the president has been on the job long enough to 
have abandoned any expectation he may have once entertained of 
finding everybody in agreement with him. Somewhere between the 
two extremes is doubtless the mean course that will ultimately be 
adopted. 


The liveliest sort of contests are now ôn for postmasterships 
at Muncie, Anderson and Elwood, where the tenus of present occu- 
pants expire in January next, and candidates are working iif a furi- 
ous pace to demonstrate in each case just why the plum should fall 
to this particular fellow and not to that one. Doubtless, ' also, Con- 
gressman Adair is beginning to appreciate what real ¡trouble is, and 
to differentiate it from some other experienees whieh he had ïièrè-

The defeat of the proposed new con- 
stitution in New York state appears to 
have been due to the fact the matter 
was "sprung" with too much haste, in 
the first place, and that it became in- 
volved, 
finsflly, 
because 
of 
futile ef- 
forts to satisfy everybody. 
Naturally 
enough, the result 
of blundering 
and 
haphazard spur-of-the-moment 
compro- 
mises was the dissatisfaction of many 
elements that were needed to adopt the 
new constitution. 


The 
first 
mistake ivas made when 
the call for the convention was rushed 
by the democratic politicians. This was 
done 
for the purpose of 
giving 
the 
democrats 
control 
of 
the 
convention, 
control of the making of the constitu- 
tion, and the power, through Tammany 
leadership and direction 
to shape 
the 
constitution so as to meet the demands 
of the interests which use Tammanj 
in politics for their own 
ends. 
The 
"snapping" of 
the 
constitutional 
coni 
vention 
prevented 
a proper 
campaign 
of education such aa ought to precede 
the making over of every state consti- 
tution. 
So the people wer^ not 
ready 
to 
judge properly the merits of 
the 
proposed constitutional 
changes, 
and 
naturally were inclined to oppose such 
measiu-es as they did not understand. 


Another bad mistake v/as made when 
the delegates were elected on a partisan 
basis. 
The democrats expected to con- 
trol by this plan, but the overturn of 
1914 gave the republicans a majority 
in the 
constitutional 
convention 
and 
put the constitution job in republican 
hands. 


Still another error grew out of this 
partisan blunder. 
When the constitu- 
tion had been put in shape to be sub- 
mitted 
to 
the 
people, the 
republican 
majority in the constitutional conven- 
tion naturally enough 
went forth to 
seek support for the new constitution 
as a republican document, and as a re- 
publican party asset. To democrats and 
progressives, and 
independents ^the 
re- 
publicans insisted the constitution was 
a 
nonpartisan 
matter. 
Republican 
workers, however, were instructed 
the 
new constitution was a republican af- 
fair and to be boosted accordingly. Thvis 
party lines were drawn, and the demo- 
crats, in large part, made a fight to de- 
feat the proposed constitution 
as 
the 
republicans had made it. 


Then, in the making of the consti- 
tution, by attempted straddles, the con- 
stitution-makers incurred the 
hostility 
of various elements. 
Failing, through 
compromise with reactionary forces, to 
provide for thorough-going, progressive, 
modern measures, the new constitution 
failed to attract the progressives. 
Be- 
cause of its halting between conserva- 
tism 
and 
radicalism, the 
constitution 
antagonized the standpatters. 
It 
was 
acceptable neither to one nor the other 
of 
the extremists 
of 
any party. 
A 
solid, compact 
element 
in all 
parties 
wished to defeat all efforts at constitu- 
tional change. 
Add to these the dissat- 
isfiod forces of all the »parties and the 
defeat of the constitution Was settled 
in advance.

has been selected 
as 
one of the places for a conclusive try 
out of the new plan devised by the bur- 
eau of naturalization for the co-opera- 
tion of the government and the local 
.school authorities in the 
Americaniza- 
tion of alien residents. 
The experiment 
in South 
Bend will be awaited 
with 
much interest, not only because of the 
peculiar conditions there, but because 
of the zeal displayed by L. J. Mont- 
gomery, 
superintendent of the 
South 
Bend schools, in carrying out the plan. 


The bureau has been in correspond- 
ence 
with Mr. ^Montgomery, who has 
signified a cordial desire to co-operate 
witli the bureau in the furtherance of 
its educational progiam. 
He 
advise.s 
the authorities that night 
schools for 
alicn.s will be hold in the Laurel 
and 
Oliver 
buildings and that 
the Bchool 
autliorities will be willing to open any 
school in the 
city 
for night classes 
where twenty or more signify a wil- 
lingness to attend. 
In 
these classes 
foreigners may obtain 
instruction 
in 
English, civics and ertizenship. 


Has List of Names. 


The bureau 
of 
naturalization 
has 
furnished Superintendent 
Montgomery 
the names and addresses of aliens liv 
ing Avithin his jurisdiction 
who 
filed 
petitions for naturalization during -IuIn 
and August, 
1915, and has informed 
him that he may expect to receive the 
names of applicants for naturalization 
from month to month during the cur- 
rent scholastic year. 


Last year 710 aliens applied for eiti 
zenship in 
St. Joseph county. 
Sinct 
July . 1, 
1910, 
3,000 
have declared 
their intention in that county and 665 
have filed their final applications for 
citizenship. 


Need Clearly Shown. 


A statement given out today by the 
bureau of naturalization 
says: 
"The 
necessity for the education of the aliens 
residing in South Bend and vicinity is 
clearly shown by the following figures 
taken from tlie last available statistics: 


"The foreign born white population 
of South Bend in 1910 was 13,420, 25 
per cent, of the total population. 
Of 
this number 6,787 were males who had 
attained their majority, and only 
2,- 
226 were shown tp have been natural- 
ized. 


In 1910 there wore in the city of 
South Bend 605 males o£ voting age 
who were classed as illiterates. Of this 
number 529 were foreign born whites, 
and only sixty-six were native whites, 
the percentages of illiteracy being 7.6 
for the former and .7 for the latter. 


"There were 6,191 white persons ten 
years ol 
age and over in 1910 
who 
were unable to speak the English lan- 
guage, as compared with only 1,874 in 
1900, an increase of 230 per cent, in 
ten years."

Sorgeon Casey Directs the Operation From the Steamship Tiviteii 


The 
wireless 
operator 
on the 
Bteamship 
Tivivcs 
of 
the 
United 
Fruit Line was suddenly 
startled 
Dut of his midnight drowsiness a few 
weeks ago by a radio call for help. 
The call was answered and quickly 
there flashed to the ship from a lone- 
ly island in the middle of the Carib- 
bean Sea this request for a surgeon: 


"We've got a dying man—need a 
lurgeon's 
advice—for 
God's sake, 
fet one quick!" 


The wireless man, all sleep gone 
from his tired brain, rushed to the 
cabin 
of 
Ihe ship's 
surgeon. Dr. 
Charles Casey. The surgeon, in pa- 
.Jamas, was hurried to the wireless 
house 
and stood by 
the operator 
While he got in touch with Swan 
Island. 


Swan 
Island 
is a lonely 
place 
about midway between Jamaica and 
British Honduras. It has one of the 
most powerful wireless stations in 
the western hemisphere. The steam- 
Bhip 
was 
just 
out of 
Kingston, 
bound for Colon. 
The island and 
the ship were talking over a dis- 
tance close to 200 miles. 


Swan Island quickly told its ttou- 
bles. 
In dots and dashes the story 
came through the ether while the 
tense listening operator repeated it 
word for word to the surgeon. (>ne 
of the Swan Island wireless opera- 
tors had met~with an accident. 
Kis 
right leg had been badly crushed at 
the knee. Gangrene had set in. The 
man was in a dying condition. What 
was to be done? 


LOSrO DISTANCE 
DIAGNOSIS. 


Surgeon Casey asked for a detail- 
ed history of the case. He asked for 
a minute description of the crushed 
limb. 
When the desired 
informa- 
tion had been flashed across the dark 
waters the surgeon ordered the ship 
operator to tell Swan Island that 
instant aifaputation of the limb.was 
the only course to save the injured 
man's life. 
* 


"All right," came back the word 
from Swan Islanrd. "We're game to 
operate if you'll tell us how." 


then followed as strange an op- 


eration as has ever been chronicled 
in the annals of surgery. 
Here was 
a case in which a man's leg was am- 
putated 
by 
a 
surgeon 
200 miies 
away. 
The marvelous radio which 
has saved ships, which has brought 
succor to the wounded and dying, 
never gave a more thrilling demon- 
stration of ils powers. 


The story of the operation has just 
been bi'ought to the United Siatcs by 
Mrs. Frank Gibbons, formerly Miss 
Elsie 
Saunders, a nurse 
in Cook 
County Hospital of Chicago. 
Mrs. 
Gibbons is the wife of Frank Gib- 
bons, the Swan Island wireless op- 
erator whose life was saved by the 
wireless surgical 
operation. 
The 
little woman is home to rest after 
her terrible ordeaj, for it was she 
who 
administered 
the ether 
and 
helped tie up severed arteries and 
veins while the Swan Island cook 
wielded the knife and saw that sev- 
ered her husband's crushed leg. 


WIRELESS ROOÍK 
IN HOSPITAL. 


They had been 
installing a new 
dynamo in one of the wireless tow- 
ers on Swan Island. 
Wireless Op- 
erator Gibbons was assisting in the 
work. 
Stiddenly and without the 
slightest warning the wooden plat- 
form on which the dynamo w^as be- 
ing erected collapsed and the heavy 
machino fell on Gibbons, pinning his 
right leg to the 
floor. 
When the 
dynamo had been raised from the 
unconscious operator it was found 
that he had been seriously injured. 
The limb was crushed almost to a 
pulp at the knee. 


For two days Mrs. Gibbons, whose 
experience • as a trained 
nurse in 
Chicago served her well, attended 
her husband. 
She realized that the 
leg was lost. 


"Oh, if we 
could .but 
get a sur- 
geon," she kept exclaimipg, 
"If we 
had a surgeon Frank's life would be 
saved." 


The condition of the patient kept 
gi'owing worse. 
Then there 
were 
symptomsv of deadly' gangrene. 
At 
last Mrs. Gibbons had an inspiration. 


"If we can get in touch with some 
ship having a surgeon on boaro we 


can 
get advice 
by wireless," she 
cried. 


The wireless men and Mrs. Gib- 
bons looked over the chart and sail- 
ing schedules 
and 
discovered that 
the Tivives 
had left Kingston 
for 
Colon. They immediately began call- 
ing for the Tivives and soon v^cre 
successful. 


When the amputation was decid- 
ed upon instant preparations were 
made. 
The operators' room at the 
wireless station was turned into a 
surgical 
operating room. 
A long 
table was set up in the center under 
a strong electric light. 
The medi- 
cine chest 
was 
ransacked for all 
bandages, silk thread, knives, scis- 
sors and the necessary drugs. 


Then arose the question as to who 
was to do the actual. cutting. 
Mrs. 
Gibbons was the only one who had * 
a practical knowledge of surgery, 
but she could not brace herself to 
actually wield the knife. The Swan 
Island cook volunteered to do tho 
work under the wireles^s direction 
of Surgeon Casey. 200 miles av/ay. 
Mrs. Gibbons and the wife of the en- 
gineer of the power plant were to 
assist. 


The half-conscious sufferer was 
carried to the operating room. 
The 
cook had donned a long white ai>ron. 
Tho instruments, carefully sterilized 
under 
the 
direction of the former 
nurse, lay glittering under the arc 
lamp. 
It was a strained and nerv- 
ous group that stood about the op- 
erating table or behind the wireless 
man 
as he sat in 
his headpiece, 
writing down the detailed directioE 
shooting through the tropical nighî 
from the surgeon 200 miles away. 


Mrs. Gibbons read the instructions 
aloud. They were told how to ether- 
ize the patient and how to apply a 
tourniquet 
to'the limb above 
the 
point where it was to be severed. 
Mrs. Gibbons braced herself for the 
ordeal. 
Carefully she made a cone 
out of paper and filled it with gauze. 
She 
kissed 
her husband lovingly 
and then, placing the cone upon his 
face, she began dropping the ether 
into the top openng. 
Soon the pa- 
tient had passed into unconscious- 
ness. 


COOK TURNS 
SURGEON.

Statements of Two Chief Actors in Surgical Feat 


By Mrs. Frank Gibbons. 


During my experience as a trained nurse in Chicago I witnessed 
and assisted in many hundreds of operations but, strange to say, I 
never saw an amputation.. Shortly after my husband met with his 
accident I realized that an amputation would be necessary to sav« his 
life. I hope I shall never again experience such a strain as I did 
during tjiat operation directed by a surgeon so far away. 
A dozen 
times during the proceedings I felt that I was going to faint, but I 
steeled myself, realizing that to aaye my husband's life I must retain 
my presence of mind. I tried to forget that I was the wife of tho pa- 
tient. 
I tried to forget that I was madly in love with the sufferer. 
I tried to delude myself into the thought 
that I was 
but a trained 
nurse assisting at the operation of a stranger, whose case meant noth- 
ing particularly to me. 
It was a difficult matter, but I succeeded. 
.1 kept a steady hand and as a result I was able to make use of my 
knowledge of the operaiting room. 
But when it was all over and I 
realized that my husband's life was saved I could not continue my 
self-deluBlons. 
I became myself again; a simple, loving wife. 
And 
then ii was that I fainted.

As a surgeon on land and sea for a score of years I have per- 
formed or assisted in many operations, but never did I have a more 
thrilling experience than in directng the amputation of a man's Ipg 
at a distance of 200 miles from the operating table. I was given a de- 
tailed account of the man's injuries and I speedily 
realized 
that an 
amputation alone would sav« his life. 
I knew there were no skilled 
surgeons at the other end of the wireless, so I had to be unusual- 
ly explicit in my directions. 
I directed the Swan Island operatives 
how to adjust the tourniquet and how to etherize the patient. Then 
I instructed them to make a cut around the limb about three inches 
below the tourniquet. 
I then told them to turn back the skin and 
flesh like a cuff. This being done, I instructed them to cut through 
the muscles to the bone and saw the bone. 
This left several arteries, 
and veins open. 
They had no artery forceps, so I told them how to 
get hold of the 
blood vessels with a needle, which, having been 
done, they were Instructed i:o tie with silk. Then the flap of flesh—the' 
cuff-like flap was turned back and stitched and the operation waa ' 
complete.

Deftly the volunteer surgeon cut 
through 
the bone.

up severed arteries and veins with 
surgical silk. Also with deft fingers 
that 
betokened 
not. the slightest 
nervousness she wielded the needle 
and thread that brought the flaps of 
flesh together.

The wound had been sterilized, the 


gauze drain had been applied, the 
tourniquet had been 
removed and 
the still unconscious patient, whose 
fluttering heart betokened the fact 
that life still existed, was being car- 
ried, to his 
bungalow. 
Then Mrs. 
Gibbons, 
whose ^embnstration of 
pluck is equal to that of any herpin9 
in his^oiy, fainted dead a^ay as the

Due to Munition Activities— 
The Poor Are Demanding Big 


Wages For Making War 
Supplies and the Money Kings 
Are Getting a Smaller Return 
On Their Investments—What 
Will Happen When Conflict 
Ends Puzzles Financiers 


WÎ11 the end of the present Euro- 
pean war find England on the veige 
of bankruptcy? 


Present 
indications 
point 
that 
Way. 


Premier Asqiiith has announced in 
the House of Commons that the war 
now is costing Great Britain ?21,- 
000,000 a day. 
The 
premier then 
moved a new vote of credit for $1,- 
250,000,000 which taken with other 
credits already voted amounts»to 
$6.310,000,000. 


The present expenditures for the 
army not 
including the navy ex- 
ceed $10,000.000 a day. 
This in- 
cludes ammunition, which is One ot 
the most expensive itetns ôi war ex- 
penditures. 
It 
cost 
the 
British 
treasury 
$1,155,000.000 to conduct 
the war betv/een July 18 and Sep- 
tember 11, and the cost is increasing. 


The entire cost of England's car- 
rying on the war from April to Oc- 
tober was 
$1,858,000,000. This in- 
cluded all expenditures for the army 
and the navy. Since the last credit 
was voted ?250,000,000 of borrowed 
money has been returned by the goV" 
ernment to the Bank of Englafid. 


These gigantic expenditures are 
being felt in London and in other 
parts of the kingdom in an unufeual 
^ay. 


The rich are getting poorer and 
the poor are getting richer. 


The rich have their liioney tied 
up in 
government 
bonds and the 
poor are deriving better incofties as 
salaries 
have increased 
in every 
branch Of industry. 


C. A. Keeaon, editor of the patvn- 
brokers' Gazette, réports that the 
business is falling off to a great ex- 
tent, principally because the people 
have plenty of money and find no 
need of pledging their valuables to 
secure loans. 


One large pawnbroking firm here 
in London 
recently 
reported that 
the amount of pledges taken had 
fallen to $50,000. 
GOOD TIMES 
FOB POOR. 


"The brokers are depending al- 
most entirely on salés," Keeson ex- 
plains. 
"Poor people have got so 
much money, work is so plentiful 
and the separation 
allowances for 
the wives of soldiers have reduced 
pawning to a minimum in all tbt 
larger cities. 


"Emergency pledges, where faitt'- 
ily plate is pledged to obtain money 
suddenly needed, is the only busi- 
ness of pawning today." 


There could be no truer Indication 
of the pipingvtinies which have come 
upon the i>oor and of the compara- 
tive penui^ of the rich. ït is only 
expected tfiat the former class will 
enjoy themselYes while they can. 
They never have had any opportun- 
ity of saving before and they lack 
saving instinct, and by havni; a good 
time they are fulfilling the common 
injunction to keep smiling. In Amef- 
can parlance they are anxious not to 
be 'knockers.' 
^ 


The class which lives on inyest* 
ments, on the other hand, finds Its 
Income smaller and smaller while It 


Is shouldering taxation such as net»» 
er was dreamed of before. 


Ordinary trade is at a standstill 
and the goverfiment has fixed á nom- 
inal rate for most of the dividends 
earned by munition plants. 
There 
are some companies, however, that 
are doing uncommonly well for their 
shareholders, who are 
better ofi 
than if their money were invested in 
American securities. 


These are companies engaged in 
manufacturing 
commodities 
for 
which the war has caused increased 
demand, but Which have hot come 
directly unde^governnient rule, thus 
Overcoming the limitation of profits 
imposed by Lloyd-George. 


A notable case of this is sewing 
cotton. The English sewing cotton 
company owns the whole of the com- 
mon stock of the American Thread 
Company, and the combine shows a 
drop in the dividend of from 12 per 
cent to 10 per cent and its bonus 
from 6. to 3 per cent. 
»»OP IK 
»ITIDEKDS. 


The difference is explained by a 
drop in the dividend of the American 
concern's 
profits. 
Both have suf- 
fered the loss of a large share of 
their usual trade because of the war. 
But the English firm has been able 
to recoup itself véry largely owing 
to the sudden demand 
for thread 
With which to sew uniforms. 


Upon the 
whole there are not 
any signs of prosperity in England 
right now. The war boom found em- 
ployment for all available calJital, 
although abnormal profits are pro- 
hibited. It may be doubted whether 
there would be much unemployment 
even tf we did not have the labor 
market relieved by the great number 
of enlistments. The demand for 
men, especially- trained mecHanics 
and metal workers of all kind, is 
something of which people outside 
of Britain have no conception. 


Women who never before handled 
anything less dainty than a crochet 
needle nôw are working in the munf- 
tion factories. Lloyd-George recent- 
ly announced in the House of Com- 
mona that there are 100,000 muni- 
tion workers, 
/ 


Skilled eagineers at the front have 
shown no disposition to return, al- 
though there are thousands of them 
who are mòre needed at home than 
any other place. Some of those 
ho 
had enlisted, but 
had not already 
gone abroad were released and in 
this way thousands of theffi were 
returned to the army of industry. 
In spite of this, however, there are 
still idle machines in the armament 
works while about four-flfths are not 
working their full capacity. 


If arrangements could be made 
for transportation to Britain some of 
thé many thousands of American 
workmen 
now unemployed would 
find no difficulty in getting well paid 
work. Matters would have to be ar- 
ranged With thè trade unions, but 
that should not be an insurmoUnta» 
hie difficulty. Perhaps the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor could nego- 
tiate on behalf 
of th« American 
workmen. 
QUEStlOlrOF

This question of munitldiis is tlié 
question of the moment in every 
country in Europe. 
ÏÎ the United 
States were to place an éiú&bargo on 
the export of munitlotti it Would not 
bring the war to an eild, but Would 
lead to the development of Ìndia as 
a prdduééf. 


Questions hate been àskèd in Par- 
liameut on this subJeOt and minift- 
ters answered that it was not in thd 


public interest to say what part if 
any India was to play. 
Meanwhile 
the India office was making in- 
quiries and the result has been the 
appointment of a new department 
under the India railway board for 
the period of the war. The Indian 
railways are government owned. 


The railway engineers are under- 
taking the work and alàO are private 
manufacturers. 
Calcutta already 
has begun, and «very large work- 
shop In India is in service, s,everal 
of th^ largd manufacturers agreeing 
to stop private wprk. 


There will be na la,bor difficulties 
in India, trade unionisin being un- 
Icnown, aàd it is the intention to run 
the siiopB 24 hoUrs a day. There are 
a larg^* number of jute mills and 
they are said to be excellently adapt- 
ed for the work. 


All this affects America. India is 
the ultimate market for American 
cotton. America produces raw cot- 
ton, England manufacturers it and 
India is thè larger wearer of it. It 
is probable that this movement ul- 
timately wiH develop India's re- 
sources so ài to increase her pur- 
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chasing capacity, and if the Indian 
will wear two loin cla|;hes where he 
now wears but one, there will be a 
corresponding benefit to the traae 
of the world. 
- At the present moment, however, 
the subject of cotton is not the only, 
one. 
It is now contraband, like 
wool. Tlie stocks of lots of wool ly- 
ing unused at the ports are a source 
of grave concern to the woolen 
trade. 
ACCUMULAmiJ

We may expect a similar accumu- 
lation of the cotton that Britain can- 
not use, but that she is determined 
her enemies shall not use.. 


It remains to be seen whether the 
ever-increasing output of ndunitions 
will not absorb a' large part of It. 
In any case that represents a large 
amount of unremunerative expendi- 
tures. 


Taking Great Britain as a whole, 
she is makidg little and 
spending 
much for which there «an never be 
any financial return^ 
Even those 
trades which are doing well owing 


to the war boom, are being kept up 
out of the taxes levied on the share- 
holders. But that is not all. Great 
Britain is financing her allies. She 
is feeding not only her own troops, 
but those of the other nations, with 
the homeless and poverty-stricken 
of Belgium Included. 


This fact has led the government 
spokesman to appeal to the-; peopié 
to be as economical as possible, 
«specially in things which have to be 
Imported and which therefore in- 
crease thé nation's indebtedness in 
other countries, èspecially the Unit- 
èd States. 
. Great Britain, however, is not in 
very desperate straits. The fact is 
she is compelled by the war to spend 
her capital lavishly and her public 
men, while they have made arrange- 
ments that the loss be felt as little 
as possible, are wisely warning the 
people to prepare against the inevita- 
ble day when-the effect will be felt^ 


The wisdom of this is especially 
evident when it is reflected that no 
pne çaçi tell when the expenditure 
will stop. They also are thinking 
Of the situation after the war. T i « 


board Of education has in hand a 
Símeme for immediately organizing 
scientific and 
industrial research 
with a view to securing to England 
as large a share as possible of the 
trade which will flow in new chan- 
nels after the war. In this coming 
struggle she means to be well pre- 
pared and not to have to depend tip- 
on any last minute preparation. 


Here America probably will have 
an advantage, but Great Britain will 
be ahead of her present allies. 
GREAT BKITAIJTS 
STRAITS. 
, All of which indicates the straits 
in 
which 
Great 
Britain now 
is 
placed. 
She has not only to feed, 
Clothe and care for her own armies, 
but has rendered material anc". finan- 
cial aid to France and Russia. 


No war in history has cost what it 
has coét Great Britain in the present 
struggle. 
While it has in a meas- 
ure equalized 
things between the 
rich and the poor there is no doubt 
that in a year or so the entire king- 
dom will face a serious problem. 


After the war, what? 
That is what England is asking 
herself. 


The munition factories will be 
closed. Other factories will shut 
down because the people W^lll have 
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no money to buy. England will have 
practically no exports. 
Her farms 
will have suffered stagnation. Lon- 
don -\yill be one place of suSering, 
poverty and starvation. 


The people have no disposition to 
save. Many of them are having thiir 
first taste of poverty. 


It appears that when the climiX, 
or rather reaction, comes that the 
people will find themselves in more 
depressing straits than ever. 
At 
such a time they must either Éuffer 
starvation at home or flee as immi- 
grants to the United States. 


So England is facing a great re- 
action. 


Recently 
It asked the moneyed 
men of the United States for a bil- 
lion dollars on its war bonds. Th« 
war bonds are secured in part W 
government property. 
Over $500,- 
000,000 has now been raised. John 
. D. Rockefeller, Jr., rèfused to aid in 
the loan and James J. Hill offered 
his aid. John P. Morgan, Jr.. also 
offered to aid in the loan. 


$500,000,000 Will last but a few. 
months. In fact the sum was to aid 
in paying off bills in the' United 
States. 


With the big loans and enormous 
expenditures, doesn't it seem prob- 
able that England will -face bank- 
ruptcy after the war?

coming of a new era in the educational 
life of Allen county.

passing of the' antiquated methods of 
rural education and the substitution of 
a systematic method, not only in Wash- 
ington township, but. throughout the 
entire county us well. 


What It Is. 


The consolidated school is not exact- 


ly n new venture in this'country, for it 
has been tried out with success in 
many thinly populated 
regions. 
'flic 


New Knglami states had consolidation 
of rural schools as long as twenty-live 
years ago, although of course it was 
not, until recently that they became a 
marked success. 
In 
the 
northwest, 


where distances are great and popula- 
tion 
is 
scattered, 
the 
consolidated 


school has solved a. great problem. 


In Allen county this first school of 


the type is proving that it will be suc- 
cessful. 
It is taking the place of three 


or four other buildings, at a reduction 
of cost to the taxpayer, and with a 
great deal more efficiency of opera- 
tion. 


Has Luge Enrollment. 


.More than 150 pupils arc on the 


rolls of the Lincoln school, and it is 
fed by a district 
embracing 
many 


square miles. Some of the pupils come 
as far as three or four miles, and pass 
by the old school houses that were scat- 
tered throughout the townhip. 


In the old fashioned country school 


a handful of pupils studied under one 
teacher. 
This instructor had to be a 


person of remarkable 
mental attain- 


ment. 
It was his or her duty to in- 


struct toddling kindergartncrs in their 
earliest sallies in the general direction 
of the alphabet, and it also fell upon 
them to lift the older students into 
elementary algebra. Literature and the 
arts, every branch of common school

grade and age of child. 


The salaries paid any teachers a r > 


meagre, to say the best, and the coun- 
try teachers suffer even more so than 
the instructor in the city schools. 
So 


it will be seen that it is hard to get 
suitable teachers at the small amount 
of pay, to handle 
the little district 


schools. 


Now There Is System. 


But in the consolidated school, the 


instructor has a. chance to specialize. 
The primary grade instructor teaches 
only the beginners, and the advanced 
teacher 
pays 
no attention 
to 
the 


younger set. 
liach can work along one 


line and the result is a more successful 
operation. 


But it is not only in the matter of 


teaching, but of cost of upkeep that 


the district school was lax. Scattcrcl 
through 
the 
country 
each 
district 


school had to have a certain amount of 
attention, and individual attention that 
cost money. 
The schools were poorly 


heated anil the ventilation was awful, 
and the cost was decidedly loo large. 
Hut in the consolidated 
school 
the- 


rooms are well ventilated 
and 
well 


heated, and a central 
heating plant 


does much to cut down cost. 


The large cities of the country are 


centralizing 
all 
their 
public 
works 


Policemen of the big cit:es no longer 
spread out all over two patrolling beats. 
True, there still are men on the beats, 
but their number has been greatly re- 
duced. 
High speed motor 
apparatus, 


well paved streets and telephones now 
do the work. 
\Ynen a policeman is 


wanted, it. no longer is necessary 
to 


go out into the highways and byways 
in search of a club swinger. 
Not at 


nil, a luirry-np 
call to headquarter* 


brings out a squad of men even to 
points a mile or more distant in two o,- 
three minutes. 
The city lire depart- 


ments are motorizing, and the central- 
ization of departments is found to be 
much better. 
Here again the scattered 


little engine houses cat up too milch 
money, while a central house with fast 
running apparatus 
and 
good 
street * 


means just aa good service and less 
overhead expense. 


Good Roads Do It 


And in the country at least, one of 


the factors that go to make centraliza- 
tion practical in the city, comes into 
play. 
Without good roads a consoli- 


dated school is not successful. But with 
good roads it become? another matter. 


The children are brought to and 


from school in large. 
enclosed 
and 


heated busses, and these wagons follow 
all the more important road routes over 
the section that feeds the school. 


Few children find it necessary 
to 


walk even an eighth of a mile, and 
most, of them are 
dropped right at 


their own doors. 


Is the consolidated school a success? 


Look over that group of youngsters in 
the top picture. They are the primary 
students at the Lincoln school. 
Did 


you ever sco a better looking lot. Of 
course the sun is in their eyes, and 
sume of them insisted on making faces, 
but they are a pretty nice looking crew 
just, the same.

A statement given out today by the 


mreau of naturalization says: 
"The 


necessity for the education of the aliens 
esiding in South Henri and vicinity is 
clearly .shown by tlie following figures 
aken from the last available "latistics: 


"The foreign born white population 


of South Bend in 1910 was 13,420, 25 
>er cent, of the total population. Of 
.his number C,787 were1 males who had 
dtained their majority, and only 2,- 
226 were shown to have been natural- 
zed. 


In 1910 there were in the city of 


South Bend 605 males of voting age 
who were classed us illiterates. Of this 
number 521) were foreign born whites, 
and only sixty-six were native whites, 
the percentages of illiteracy being 7.8 
for the former and .7 for the latter. 


"There were 6,191 white persons ten 


years, ol age and over in 1910 who 
were unable, to speak the Knglish Ian 
guagc, as compared with only 1.JS7-! in 
1900, an increase of 230 per cent, in 
ten vcars."

Surgeon Casey Directs the Operation From the Steamship Tirhre* 


The 
wireless operator 
on the 


steamship Tivivcs of the United 
Fruit Lino was suddenly 
startled 


out of his midnight drowsiness a.few 
weeks ago by a radio,call for help. 
The call was answered and quickly 
there flashed to tho ship from a lone- 
ly island in the middle of the Carib- 
\b«an Sea-ibis request for a surgeon: 


"We've got a dying man—need a 


surgeon's advice—for 
God's sake, 


let one quick!" 


The wireless man, all sleep gone 


from his tired brain, rushed to the 
cabin 
of 
the ship's 
surgeon, Dr. 


Charles Casey. The surgeon, in pa- 
Jamas, was hurried to tho wireless 
bouse and stood by the operator 
While he got iu touch with Swan 
Island. 
~~ 


Swan Island is a lonely place 


about midway between Jamaica and 
British Honduras. It has one of the 


''most powerful wireless stations in 


the western hemisphere. The steam- 
ship was Just out of 
Kingston, 


bound for Colon. 
The island and 


the ship were talking over a dis- 
tance close to 200 miles. 


Swan Island quickly toVd its trou- 


bles. In dots and dashes the story 
came through the ether while the 
tense llsteninK operator repeated it 
word for word to th« surgeon. One 


-.-'.' of the Swan Island wireless opera- 


tors had met with an accident. His 


: right leg had been badly crushed at 


the knee. Gangrene had set in. Tho 
man was in a dying condition. What 
was,to be done?

DIAGNOSIS. 


Surgeon Casey asked for a detail- 


ed history of the case. He asked for 
a minute description of the crushed 
limb. When tho desired 
informa- 


tion had been flashed across the dark 
waters the surgeon ordered the ship 
operator to tell Swan Island that 
instant amputation of the limb was 
the only course to save the injured 
man's life. 


"All right," came back ,the word 


from Swan Island. "We're game to 
operate if you'll tell us how." 


then followed as-strange an op- 


eration as has ever been chronicled 
in the annals of surgery- Here .was 
a case in which a man's leg was am- 
putated by a surgeon 200 miles 
away. 
The marvelous radio which 


has saved ships, which has brought 
succor to tho wounded and dying, 
never gave a more thrilling demon- 
stration of its powers. 


The story ot the operation has just 


been brought to tho United States by 
Mrs. Frank Gibbons, formerly Miss 
Elslo 
Saunders, a mirso in Cook 


County Hospital of Chicago. 
Mrs.s 


Gibbons is tho wife of Frank Gib- 
bons, the Swan Island wireless op- 
erator whose life was saved by tho 
wireless surgical operation. 
Tho 


little woman is home to rest after 
her terrible ordeal, for It was she 
who administered tho ether and 
helped tie up-severed arteries and 
veins while the Swan Island cook 
wielded the knife and saw that sev- 
ered her husband's crushed leg. 


WIREI/ESS ROOK 
IN HOSPITAL. 


They had been installing a new 


dynamo in one ot the wireless tow- 
ers on Swan Island. Wireless Op- 
erator Gibbons was assisting-in tho 
work. 
/Suddenly and without the 


slightest warning the wooden plat- 
form on which tho dynamo was be- 
ing erected collapsed and thc,aeavy 
machine fell on Gibbons, pinning bis 
right leg to the floor. When the 
dynamo i had been raised from the 
unconscious operator it was found 
that he had been seriously injured. 
The limb was crushed Almost to a 
pulp at the knee. 


For two days Mrs. Gibbons, whose 


experience as a trained nurse in 
Chicago served her well, attended 
her husband, r Sho .realized that tho 
leg was lost. 


"Ob, if we could but get a Bur- 


geon," she kept exclaiming. "If we 
had a surgeon Frank's life wquld be 
'saved." 


The condition of the patient kept 


growing worse. 
Then thdre were 


symptoms of deadly gangrene. 
At 


last Mrs! Gibbons had an inspiration. 


"If we can get in touch with some 


ship having a "surgeon on boaro we 


the Tivives had left Kingston for 
Colon. They immediately began call- 
ing for the Tivivcs and soon v.ere 
successful. 


When tho amputation was decid- 


ed upon instant preparations were 
made. The operators' room at the 
wireless station was turned into a 
Biirgical operating room. 
A long 


table was set up In the center under 
a strong electric light. The medi- 
cine chest was ransacked for all 
bandages, silk thread, kntvgs. scis- 
sors and tho necessary drugs. 


Then arose tho question as to who 


was to do tho actual cutting. Krs. 
Gibbons was the only one who had 
a practical knowledge of surgery, 
but she could not brace herself to 
actually wield the knife. The Swan 
Island cook volunteered to do tho 
work under tho wireless direction 


of Surgeon Casey. 200 miles away. 
Mrs. Gibbons and the wife of th'J en- 
gineer of tho power plant wcrn to 
assist, 


Tho halt-conscious sufferer was 


carried to tho operating room. The 
cook had donned a long white apron. 
Tho instruments, carefully sterilized 
under the direction of the former 
nurse, lay glittering under the arc 
lamp. It was a strained and nerv- 
ous group that stood about the op- 
crating table or behind the wireless 
man 
as he sat in his headpiece, 


writing down the detailed direct'.oe 
shooting through the tropical nighl 
from the surgeon 200 miles away. 


Mrs. Gibbons read the instructions 


aloud. They were told how to ether- 
ize the patient and how to apply a 
tourniquet to the limb above the 
point where it was to be severed. 
Mrs. Gibbons braced herself for the 
ordeal. Carefully she made a cone 
out of paper and filled it with gauze. 
Sho kissed her husband lovingly 
and then, placing the cone upon his 
face, she began dropping tho etner 
into the- top openng. Soon the pa- 
tient had passed into unconscious- 
ness. 


COOK TURNS 
SURGEON. 


It was a strangely silent night; 


only the high-pitched, metallic drono 
of tho receiving instrument as the 
dot-and-dash 
instructions 
came 


• across the Caribbean from the far- 


off surgeon broke the stillness. Then 
would come the crash of the send- 
ing machine as the wireless man 
told .the surgeon how the operation 
was proceeding. 


The.Swan Island cook took a deep 


breath and began his initial experi- 
ence as a" surgeon. The knives and 
saw were sharp, his hand was steady 
and he was engaged in saving the 


. life of a fellow creature. The cook

Statements of Two Chief Actors in Surgical Feat 


Ity Mrs. Frank Gibbons. 


During my experience as a trained nurse in Chicago I witnessed 


and assisted in many hundreds of operations but, strange to say, I 
never saw an amputation. Shortly after my husband met with his 
accident I realized that an amputation would be necessary to save his 
life. I hope I shall never again experience such a strain as I did 
during that operation directed by a surgeon so far away. A dozen 
times during the proceedings I felt that I was going to faint, but I 
steeled myself, realizing that to save my husband's life I must retain 
my presence of mind. I tried to forget that I was the wife of the pa- 
tient. I tried to 'forget that I was madly in love with the sufferer. 
I tried to delude myself into the thought that I was but a trained 
nurse assisting at the operation of a stranger, whose case meant noth- 
ing particularly to me. It,was a difficult matter, but I succeeded. 
I kept a steady hand and as a result I was able to make use of my 
knowledge of the operating room. But when it was all over and I 
realized that my husband's life was saved I could not continue my 
.lelf-deluBlons. I became myself again; a simple, loving wife. And 
then it was that I fainted.

As a surgeon on land and sea for a score of years I have per- 


formed or assisted in many operations, but never did I have a more 
thrilling experience than in directng the amputation of a man's leg 
at a distance of 200 miles from the operating table. I was given a de- 
tailed account of the man's injuries and I speedily realized that an 
amputation alono would save his life. 
I knew there were no skilled 


surgeons at the other end of tho wireless, so I had to be unusual- 
ly explicit in my directions. I directed the Swan Island operatives 
how to adjust the tourniquet and how to etherize the patient. Then 
I instructed them to make a cut around the limb about three inches 
below the tourmiqiiet. I then toll? them to turn back the skin and 
flesh like a cuff. This beinfl done, I instructed them to cut through 
the muscles to the bone and saw the bone. This left several arteries 
and veins open. They had no artery forceps, so I told them h-.nv to 
get hold of the blood vessels with a needle, which, having been 
done, they were instructed to tie with silk. Then the flap of flesh—the 
cuff-like flap was turned .back and stitched and the operation, was 
complete. 


inches below the tourniquet He 
turned back the skin and flesh like 
the cuff on a shirt. Slowly hut sure- 
ly tho operation progressed. 


Deftly tho volunteer surgeon cut 


through' the bone. From time to 
time Mrs. Gibbons passed the ether 
over to her woman assistant while 
with deft, trained fingers she bound 


up severed arteries and veins with 
surgical silk. Also with deft fingers 
that betokened not the slightest 
nervousness she wielded the needle 
and thread that brought the flaps of 
flesh together. 


At last the terrible strain was 


over. The operation was completed. 
Tho wound had'been sterilized, the 


gauze drain had been ,. applied, the 
tourniquet had been removed and 
the still unconscious patient, whoso 
fluttering heart betokened the fact 
that life still existed, was being car-" 
ried to his 
bungalow. Then Mrs. 


Gibbons, whoso demonstration of 
pluck is equal to that of any heroine 
in history, fainted dead away as the 


wireless crashed out the message. 


"The operation is over and seems 


successful.
